Less  Thaii  July  1  I-{olai::igs  ■   •        j  ' 

Stocks  of  all  tj.-pesi/of  leaf  tobacco  owned  "by  dealers  and  manufacturers 
in  Continental  United  States  and  on  the  Island  of  Puerto  Rico,  totaled 
2,50C,S0'+,000  pounds  on  October  1,  19^3  £/ ,   -^lis  is  a  decrease  of  about  57 
million  pounds  from  stocks  of  July  1,  15^3»  ^^^  "tj^ie  first  time  in  recent  years 
that  total  stocks  have  decreased  in  this  quarterly  period.  Last  year  total 
stocks  shov/ed  an  increase  of  around  77  million  pounds.   The  October  1,  19^3f 
stocks  are  abcut  33?  million  pounds  below  the  2, S36,105rOOO  pounds  reported  on 
October  1,  19^2,  V7ith  the  exception  of  dark  air-cured  and  cigar^wrapper  stocks, 
the  production  of  all  classes  of  domestic  tobacco  was  reported  as  lov/er  than  on 
the  same  date  last  year. 

Stocks  of  Cigarette  Types  Lov/er  Than  Last  Year; 
9  Percent  Increase  in  Ci:zarette  Consumption 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  October  1,  19^3*  totaled  1,266,666,000 
pounds  compared  with  1,172,917»000  pounds  on  July  1,  and  l,^b2, 619,000  pounds" 
on  October  1  a  year  ago.   This  is  an  increase  of  around  9^  million  pounds  for 
the  Qjoarter,  the  sriallest  increase  since  1933  ^or  "t^^s  same  period.  Average  in- 
crease for  the  5  years  193^-^2  was  about  I92  million  pounds.   Of  the  amount 
shown  for  October  1,  19^3i  there  is  reported  362,639.000  pounds  of  Type  11; 
^7S, 276, 000  pounds  of  T^pe  12;  302,793^000  pounds  of  :^-pQ' 13;  and  121,958,000 
pounds  of  Type  1^.  Lov/er  stocks  of  flue-cured  as  of  t;.-.e  quarter  ending  October 
1  are  partly  accouhted'  for  by  an  in^crease  in  exports  of  these  types  as  compared 
vfith  the"  previous  3--'0^'tli  period. 

On  October  1  flue-cured  stocks  earmarked  for  esxcrt  to  British  areas  on 
Government  acccfunt  totaled  17^.2  million  pounds,  farm- sales-weight.   Of  'this 
quajitity  appr<^ximately  100,0  million  pounds  represented  purchases  from  the  19^3 
crop  v;hich  had  been  reported  as  entering  into  stocks  by  October  1,  About  one- 
third  of  these  stocks  is  for  shipmoxit  to  British  Smpire  areas  under  lend-lease, 
the  remainder  to  be  sold  for  cash.   The  allocations  of  the  19^3  flue-cured  crop 
by  the  Food  Distribution  Administration  permitted  the  purchase  of  approximately 
300,0  for  British  areas,  slightly  over  II9  million  pounds  as  a  firm  commitment 
for  export  by  June  3O,  IS^^i  and  approximately  ISO  million  to  be  purchased  and 
packed  for  British  accoiuit  but  held  in  a  contingency  reserve  subject  to  later 
allocation  bjr  the  Combined  Food  Board, 

If   Figures  quoted  for  type  totals  in  this  summary  statement  are  the  sums  of 
unstemmed  and  stemmed 'leaf  as  reported.   Tables  in  the  body  of  th©  report  show 
stocks  in  detail,  subdivided  according  to  -recognized  groupings;  stocks  on  a 
farm- sales-v; eight  basis;  and  stocks  'owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  separately, 

2/  October  1,  19^3*  stocks. are  not  strictly  comparable  vdth  the  stocks  of 
October  1,  I5H2,  due  to  the, change  in  the  method  of  reporting  Commodity  Credit 
stocks.   This  difference  in 'reporting  procedure  is  explained  in  the  April  1, 
19^3.  stocks  report. 
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Burlcy,  Type  3I,  stocks  on  October  1,  19^3,  totaled  590,181,000  pounds, 
a  decroasG  of  95  million  pounds  during  the  q^uartcr.   This  is  practically  the 
same  decrease  as  for   the  same  period  last  year.   The  report  shows  a  decrease 
under  stocks  of  Octoher  1,  19^2,  of  62  million  pounds.   Stocks  of  Maryland  to- 
hacco  were  reported  as  1+3,82^,000  pounds  on  Octolior  1,  19^1-3,  an  increase,  of 
around  ^\  million  pounds  over  July  1  stocks,   Maryland  stocks  v;ere  ahout  6^ 
million  pounds  lov?cr  than  on  the  samo  date  a  year  ago. 

Increase  in  stocks  of  the  principal  domestic  cigarette  types  comhined, 

riue-cured,  3urley,  and  Maryland,  v/as  only  3  million  pounds  for  the  quarter; 

these  tj.-pos  showed  an.  increase  from  July  1  to  October  1  last  year  of  lUo 
million  pounds, 

Foreign~grov;n  cigE^rottc  and  smoking  tohacco  (Turkish  and  other),  Type 
90,  totaled  56,1^6,000  pounds  on  Octohor  1,  19^3*  s-  decrease  of  ahout  29  million 
pounds  from  stocks  on  hand, on  Octohor  1,  19^2, 

AlDout  UU5  million  pounds  of  fluc-curod  tohacco  entered  stocks  over  auction 
floors  during  the  quarter,  and  about  12  million  pounds  of  Maryland'  through  auc- 
tion and  closed  "bid  sales.   Comparative  figures  for  last  year  show  around  5OO 
million  pounds  of  flue— cured  and  23  million  pounds  of  Maryland  as  entering  stocks 
for  the  same  period. 

Tax-paid  withdrav/als  of  cigarettca  during  the  quarter  totaled  69,13^ 
million,  compared  with  63,615  million  for  the  same  period  in  19^2,   This  indi- 
cates an  increase  of  nearly  9  percent  in  cigarette  cons\imption  ahove  last  year. 
The  a-ctual  increase  is  oven  greater  than  is  indicated  "by  the  withdrawals  figures, 
due  to  the  increased  vol-une  of  tax-free  cigarettes  shipped  to  armed  forces  over- 
seas .  . 

Dark  Tobaccos  Shov; 
DccreaGOs  From  a  Year  Ago 

j?irc-curcd  stocks  on  October  1,  19^3*  totaled  168,871,000  pounds,  a  de- 
crease of  about  16  million  pounds  from  stocks  reported  on  July  1,  19^3>  ^-^^  ^ 
decrease  of  U  million  pounds  from  stocks  reported  on  October  1,  19^2,   Of  the 
total  reported,  26,8^0,000  pounds  were  of  Type  21;  105,135,000  pounds  of  l^rpo 
22;  36,750,000  pounds  of  T^-pe  23;  and  lU6,000  pounds 'of  Tjtc  2I+.  ' 

Jirc-cured  tobacco  is  used  principally  for  the  manufacture  of  snuff,  and 
ta^-paid  withdrawals  of  this  product  during  the  quarter  indicate  a  consumption 
of  13,201,000  i)oujids,  a  U-million  pound,  or  U6  percent,  increase  over  the  same 
period  last  year,  and  the  highest  snuff  withdrawal  figure  on  record  for  this 
quarter.  About  2^-  million  pounds  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  removed  from  s'tocks 
during  tha  3  nioijths  for  manufacture  into  nicotine  siilphate  and  nicotine  alkaloid 
under  the  19^+2-^3  Diversion  Program, 

Stocks  of  dark  air-cured.  Types  35,  36,  and  37,  totaled  58,016,000  pounds 
on  October  1,  19^3,  compared  v/ith  6^,250,000  pounds  on  July  1,  a  decrease  of  Itf 
percent  during  the  quarter.  Total  dark  air-cured  stocks,  however,  showed  an 
increase  over  holdings  of  a  year. ago,  the  increase  being  reported  in  Types  35 
and  37»  ^''.ith  lypQ  ]>G   stoc'cs  slightly  lower. 

Data  on  manufacture  of  plug  chewing  tobacco  indicate  a  slight  increase 
over  last  year,  while  mcinufacturc  of  smoking  tobacco  showaa  decrease.   The  in- 
creased consumption  of  snuff  oaid  chewing  tobaccos  is  partly  due  to  the  prohibi- 
tion of  smoking  in  many  war  plants.

On  October  1,    19^3i    foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  stocks   totaled  22,06^,000 
pounds,    about  l/2  million  pounds  less   than  the  July  1  figure,      Cuba  (Havana) 
stocks  were  15,9^»000  pounds;    SUi.iatra  and  Java,    5»  35^*000  pounds;   Philippine 
Islands   (Manila),    ^60,O0G  pounds,  -and  Other  TorGign-grown  cigar-leaf  308,000 
pounds.      Total   stocks  were   slightly  higher  than  last  October  1, 

Tax-paid  withdrav/als  of  all   classes  of  cigars  totaled  1,279  million  dur- 
ing the  period  Juno-Sept,,    19^3*      This  is  a  decrease  of  16  percent  from  with- 
drav;als  for  the  comparable  period  in  19^2  of  1,530  million,     'Tlio  data  indicate 
that  the  decrease  was  in  the  lovrer-priced  classes,    as  withdrav/als  of  all  classes 
retailing  above  8  cents   substantially  increased.     Manufacture  of  scrap  chev/ing 
tobacco   indicates  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year,

of  v;hich  379»000  pounds  were  reported  as  T^ojc  71»   Eastern  Ohio*    5^9*000  pouoids  as 
Type  72,   Periquo;   and  S63,000  po-unds  as  Type  73»    Other  Miscellaneous  Domestic, 
Stocks   of   these. tj^pes  were  2,226,000  pounds  on  July  1,    19^3*
